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THE APOSTOLIC DELEGATE DECIDES AGAINST A BISHOP 


Parishioners of St. Boniface’s Church, Jersey City, Win on Appeal Against 
Bishop O’Connor—They Suspected “Indirect or Surreptitious Dissolu- 
tion of the Parish and Confiscation of Buildings” 


The Jersey [City] Journal, December 
16, 1926, said that there was rejoicing 
that day among the people of St. Boni- 
face’s Roman Catholic Church because 
they had again a pastor of their own. 
He is Rev. George Buttner, transferred 
from the Church of Our Lady of 
Mount Carmel, Orange, N. J., by order 
of Archbishop De _Biondi-Fumosi, 
Apostolic Delegate at Washington, who 
is practically the personal representative 
of the Pope. 

The importance of this item lies (1) 
in the fact that the Apostolic Delegate 
virtually overruled the Bishop of the 
diocese—for the first time, we believe, 
in the history of the Church in this 
country; (2) because it ends what has 
been for the last six months virtually 
“a state of war” between the congrega- 
tion of St. Boniface and the diocesan 
authorities ; and (3) it is we believe, the 
first time on record in which, in this 
country, a congregation has won a de- 
cisive victory in a stand-up fight with 
its bishop. 

Last June, upon the death of the 
priest in another parish, the pastor of 
St. Boniface was sent there, and the 
church placed in charge of Rt. Rev. 
Mer. H. Ter Woert, rector of St. 
Mary’s, the people being told that no 
new pastor would be appointed. One 
of Father Ter Woert’s curates an- 
nounced June 13 that only two Masses 
would take place on Sundays, and 
that there would be “no masses, ser- 


vices or devotions” in the church dur- 
ing the week. Six of the “societies” 
belonging to the church led the congre- 
gation in vigorous protest against this 
state of things. They sent a committee 
to the Bishop and Vicar-General of 
the diocese to ask “the restoration oi 
the church to the status it enjoyed 
when its pastor was removed.” As the 
response to the appeal was not satis- 
factory, the committee wrote to the 
Apostolic Delegate, asking for a hear- 
ing. 

At the first protesting meeting of the 
congregation the resolutions adopted in- 
cluded this paragraph:

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to establish the cause of Christ in the 
teeth of fiercest opposition. He is calm, 
collected, courageous; a reader of 
human nature; a remarkable judge of 
character; a devout believer, and an 
evangelist of the most earnest and suc- 
cessful type.”

THE VIRGIN OF GUADALUPE 


A dispatch from Mexico City to the 
“New York Times,” November 26, 
said that the annual celebration at the 
most famous Catholic shrine in 
Mexico, that of the Virgin of Guada- 
lupe, will not be attended by any priests. 
It also says that thousands of pilgrims 
were expected to attend, among them 
many Indians. The writer says that 
these latter “usually arrive the night be- 
fore Guadalupe Day. Almost at day- 
break the next morning they are up to 
don their costumes and start their native 
dances, which last through the entire 
day to the weird music of the flutes and 
the small native drums. The Indians 
wear masks representing devils or ani- 
mals, short, brightly colored skirts and 
fantastic headdress. Imitating the 
movements of animals, they weave in 
and out in the slow, monotonous dance 
steps. These Indian dances were origi- 
nally Pagan rites, but the early mission- 
aries modified them and gave them a 
Christian significance.” 

It is not explained how “a Christian 


significance” is imparted to these “pagan 
rites.” 
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But this item is more interesting than 
usual, in view of a story in the London 
“Daily 1926, 
which said: “Only a handful of the 
people know so far that the highest 
dignitaries of the Mexican Catholic 
Church made the most daring move last 
Friday, when the priests, during the 
stillness of the night penetrated silently 
the great Basilica of Guadalupe, the 
home of Mexico’s beloved patron saint, 
and removed to a safe hiding-place the 
image of the Virgin. In its stead they 
placed upon the Virgin’s great high 
altar, surrounded by the costliest silver 
railing, a substitute image, because if 
the legitimate image of the Virgin 
should disappear it would arouse beyond 
control the anger of the Indians, who 
come from all parts of the country to 
worship at her shrine. 

“While thousands of the faithful 
tramped five miles on Sunday to the 
shrine to worship their Virgin, none of 
them knew that the image upon the 
throne before which they knelt, which 
was crowned with the genuine jewelled 
tiara, of priceless value, of the real 
Virgin, was not the image which had 
occupied the same position for the past 
hundreds of years. No one seemed to 
notice that the reflectors, which gener- 
ally shine towards the Virgin from the 
various corners of the church, were 
extinguished, the priests having ordered 
this to prevent a bright light shining on 
the substitute, as they feared the dif- 
ference might be noted.’—‘‘Protestant 
\lliance Magazine,” October, 1926.

church in New York, under the laws 
of the United States of America? 

“Marriage is a civil contract as 
well as a religious one, and the claim 
of any foreign court, ecclesiastical or 
civil, to pass upon the validity of mar- 
riages solemnized in this land be- 
tween persons not of its own com- 
munion is an unwarrantable intrusion 
and an impertinence. 

“The diocesan court of the Roman 
Catholic Bishop of Southwark, Eng- 
land, a tribunal unrecognized by Eng- 
lish or American civil law, and the 
tribunal of the Rota at the Vatican, 
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cescribed as the supreme court in 
such matters, presume to declare that 
an American marriage, valid, dul: 
solemnized and recorded under our 
law, is void and that it never existed, 

“This assumption of jurisdiction by 
a Vatican court has most serious im- 


_plications, and will be rightly resented 


by great numbers of our people. Our 
religious liberty in this country must 
be uncompromisingly defended 
against any such interference.” 

Rt. Rev. J. J. Dunn, Auxiliary 
Bishop to Cardinal Hayes of the 
Archdiocese of New York, gave out 
a statement in reply to Bishop Man- 
ning, of which this paragraph seems 
to be the kernel. “It did seem that 
the days of making women captive 
and holding them captive for mar- 
riage had passed....

Why Catholic “Democracy” Failed 

Mariano H. Cornejo is the Peru- 
vian Minister in Paris, and he has a 
long distinguished record in 
various public offices in his country. 
In 1901, for example, he was elected 
President of the Chamber of 
Deputies; in 1905, he was appointed 
Minister to Spain, and in 1913 he was 
chosen President of the Ateneo of 
Lima. He has been a prolific writer 


and 


and is a member of many learned 
societies in various nations. In “Inter- 


America,’ recently, there was a mas- 
terly and learned article on “America 
and Peace,” at the end of which he 
predicts that in the future “America 
will impose on the world her ideal of 
peace and will realize the dream of 
the French Revolution and _ the 
American Revolution.” The word 
“America” in this article includes all 
the countries of the Western Hemi- 
sphere. 


The only part of the article that 
interests us particularly is in the 
second paragraph in which he speaks 
of the work of the “liberators” of 
Latin America a century ago. He 
refers to the interest felt in Europe 
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in the exploits of San Martin and 
Bolivar, and then says that when 
their work of “liberation” of their 
countries from the Spanish yoke was 
accomplished, “Latin America ceased 
to interest Europe for two essential 
reasons. The great disillusionment 
caused by the anarchy into which the 
liberated nations fell is without doubt 
the first... .” “If democracy must 
end in the political parceling out of 
little states, disturbed by civil wars, 
exploited by ignorant bureaucracies, 
it was worth a thousand times less 
than absolutism, which has succeeded 
in creating the great European 
nations.” Then again the Monroe 
Doctrine “banished international life 
from these soi-distant states .. . pos- 
sessing neither industry nor political 
stability nor military power, they did 
not have the essential conditions that 
make for nationalities . . . appalling 
multitudes of parasites lived on their 
budgets; their external policies were 
reduced to conflicts with neighboring 
states over boundaries not clearly 
fixed in the wilderness.” 

The great reason for the differ- 
ence between these unhappy peoples,

into practise. The words of Clirist, 
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‘As ye would that men should do to 
you, do ye even so to them,” is seldom 
regarded as a political maxim, yet it 
embodies every form of civil and 
religious liberty—of course under 
Law. When the Fathers of our 
Country won their liberty, they had 
the principles of Protestantism, and 
of the Scriptures upon which to build 
their system of government. They 
had also the advantage of a relatively 
widespread degree of education and 
not a few men of high literary attain- 
ments and learning among their 
leaders. The reason for the “anarchy” 
to which this learned writer refers 
lies in the ignorance of the Bible and 
cf the religious and political prin- 
ciples contained in it that had been 
imposed upon them by the Roman 
Church for three centuries—together 
with the low ethical ideals tolerated 


if not encouraged—by the priests 
of Rome.

King George’s Protestantism 

\ special article in the Toronto 
“Sentinel,” dated from Belfast not 
ong ago had an interesting paragraph 
about King George based on part of 
the content of the recently published 
Memoirs of Sir Almeric Fitzroy, late 
Clerk of the Privy Council.

ine the reign of King Edward VII 
there is evidence in those Memoirs 
that King George is not prepared to 
abindon all the defences, and it is 
very well known that Queen Mary is 
quite a stateswoman whose Protes- 
testantism is undoubted. It would 
appear that the late Duke of Norfolk, 
a Roman Catholic, who filled the 
hereditary post of Earl Marshal, was 
much annoyed when King George, to 
some extent, shelved him by appoint- 
ing a Committee of the Privy Council 
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to take charge of the business of his 
coronation. 


The Duke was obliged 
to take his seat on it, if he hoped to 
secure recognition of his office. His 
remarkable zeal for his Church was 
as conspicuous in that capacity as in 
all others. He held to it with a ten- 
acity that showed he looked forward 
to the time when the Anglo-Catholic 
faction should succeed in dominating 
the Church of England, and carrying 
it over to Rome. When that day 
should arrive the Earl Marshal’s 
office, as responsible for the corona- 
tion ceremonies, would be in faithful 
hands. As now settled by King 
George in Council, so long as the 
Protestant stands, the 
agent of the Vatican will be relegated 
to a subordinate position.

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“THE STORY OF THE CATHOLIC CHURCH” 


A very clever book in many respects, 


but one not likely to receive much 
praise from the Papal press. Although 
the author, Cuthbert Wright, is a 
Roman Catholic, we may gather that 
beyond an apparently unshaken con- 
fidence in the Roman interpretation of 
the texts, “Upon this rock I will build 
my church,” etc., and “This is my 
body,” many of the things contained in 
the catechisms and other literature of 
his Church mean little or nothing to 
him. Nobody would obtain from this 
book any that the Church was 
conspicuously holy, or that its high 
priests have ever done any such work in 
the world as the Apostles did in their 
day. 


idea 


The first chapter will cause astonish- 
ment to many Protestant readers in its 
utterances about our Lord. For ex- 
ample he says: “There is not a scrap 
of evidence, in any accepted sense of 
the word to justify the common con- 
ception of an historic Jesus. It is not 
enough to say with Loisy: ‘I know 
nothing of him save that he existed.’ 
One must say courageously: I know 
nothing of him, not even his existence. 
There is no document which proves 
positively I will not say that he was 
God, but even that he was ever man.” 
And the last sentence of the chapter on 
St. Paul reads: “Either Jesus was the 
living God, as he was experienced in 
trance by his chief Apostle, or he is 
nothing. Either we must see him with 
the eyes of faith, or he is inconceiv- 
able.” 

What “faith” this writer has is of a 
purely intellectual character, and there 


is nothing anywhere in the book that 
even suggests either the Church itself 
or its teachings as being a means of 
spiritual comfort and help to either the 
individual or the community. 

The “story” of the Church is told in 
a way that makes it quite as interesting 
as any novel, and a marvelous amount 
of information is conveyed in com- 
paratively few pages. 

We are told that “under the grand 
pontificate of Innocent III the Catholic 
Church was at the height of its pres- 
tige,” and that “never had the Papacy 
seemed stronger or more popular than 
in 1300 when Boniface VIII held the 
first of Jubilees or Holy Years. And 
then, as at the stroke of an invisible 
signal, it began to decline, and the 
whole Church with it.” 

Many things in this book will displease 
the priests of Rome. For example, he 
thinks the Thirteenth Century was 
“great” not because of “its sacerdotal 
splendor,” but because “it produced a 
great Catholic art under the impetus 
received from a religious renaissance.” 
He is a great admirer of St. Francis, 
and says it was fortunate for him that 
he appeared in Italy. In France or 
the Empire “he might have fared like 
Jeanne d’ Arc or John Huss, and gone 
down in history as a heretic, or as a 
heretic who has only just been rehabili- 
tated as a saint.” He seems to regard 
the Bull “Unam Sanctam” of Boniiace 
VI1I—r rather its reaction on Edward 
III of England and Philip the Fair of 
France as the beginning of what he well 
termed “decadence,” and his graphic but 
terse verbal panorama of events in 
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l:urope as they related to a series of 
Popes shows real knowledge of history. 
Of these alleged successors of St. Peter 
he says that “the contrast between their 
official character as heads of the Church 
and their greed and immorality as 
Italian princes was one of the contribu- 
ting causes to the ‘two reformations’ of 
the Sixteenth Century.” One pontificate 
“came to crown an astonishing series 
‘i bad Popes,” whose “great preoccupa- 
tion was carving from the body of Italy 
principalities for their natural sons.” 
\lexander VI entertained Prince Djem 
(the nephew of the Sultan of Turkey) 
at Rome, “where the Supreme Pontiff 
and the Moslem prince with their re- 
spective harems held court side by side 
in the same palace.” Julius II “was 
a worse Christian than Alexander,” 
and the gifts for the erection of “the 
largest church in Christendom” were 
“sought by a system of indulgences, 
that is, pardons for sins committed in 
exchange for cash.” 

The chapter on Luther is interesting. 
“Protestantism may be defined as a 
Christian heresy.” Clement VII, it 
seems “backed the wrong horse” by 
aligning himself with France against 
the Emperor, as he did by refusing the 
annulment of the marriage of Henry 
VIll for fear of offending the same 
sovereign. The sack of Rome in 1527 
was one of the results.

lic iaith, and this system, ruined by

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spects, intolerable.” As early as 1512 
Cardinal Wolsey, who was no Lutheran, 
had begun a suppression of the smaller 
monasteries. Anxiety about the suc- 
cession was the origin of the action of 
Henry in seeking a divorce from 
Katherine that he might wed again in 
the hope of having male children. In 
spite of the Anne Boleyn element, “his 
motives were fundamentally so excellent 
that there is every chance he would 
have been granted the dispensation, had 
not Clement VII been a prisoner in the 
hands of the Hapsburg Emperor who 
was the English Queen’s nephew.” “At 
the end of five years the Pope still re- 
tained the Emperor, but England, save 
for a short interval, was forever lost 
to the Holy See.” 

The statements that Henry founded 
a new Church and that he is the father 
of the Anglican faith are, says our 


author, “obviously untenable.” “What 
he did was to establish his own 
authority over a _ national Catholic 


Church which had hitherto been directed 
from Rome.” 


In the chapter on Loyola and the 
Counter-Reformation is a curious, but 
very illuminating remark: “The great 
strength of Catholicism was in its unity, 
in that element of internationalism 
which was, and is, its principal service 
to society.” 

Of his chapter on “The Decline of the 
Gallican Church,” there is only room 
for a few lines. “On one side was a

pression that is sought to be created 
that the Government of 
Mexico is trying to confiscate the 
property of the Church.

My grandfather, who was a truly 
religious man in every sense of the 
word, was excommunicated, and our 
family with him, for carrying out 
the just laws of his country. The 
prelates of the Church stood in the 
shoes of God to millions of our peo- 
ple, who feared to protest even while 
they were reduced to a life of penury 
through the greed of those who were 
violating Christ’s teachings. 

When my grandfather was on his 
deathbed, a Spanish priest who had 
forced his way into the house and 


into my grandfather's room broke’ 


the sacredness of his last hours by 
calling upon him to repent for hav- 
ing done his duty in carrying out the 
Reform Laws. For this he offered 
him absolution. The dying man with 
the last strength he was able to rally, 
turned to me and said with the sweet 


courtesy which had ruled his life- 
“Manuel, will you ask the gentleman 
to retire?” 


Those who know something of the 
history of Mexico understand that 
the inspiration of our Constitution of 
1857 came directly from yours of 
1789. It was your attitude toward 
the utter divorcement of Church and 
State that inspired our grandsires to 
make the attempt to do the same 
in 1859 when the Reform Laws were 
passed 

For the succeeding fifty years, the 
Hierarchy violated at every oppor- 
tunity the sovereign laws of the 
Mexican Republic. At times they 
were checked, but not for long, un- 
til the Great Revolution came to an 
end in 1920. Mexico has entered a 
new era as the results of this Revolu- 
tion, and those placed in power by 
the people are determined that the 
laws passed in the Nineteenth Cen- 
tury and amplified in the Constitution 
of 1917 must be obeyed. The Hier- 
archy of to-day is opposing these 
laws just as it did in 1859. Its 
methods differ only as the world of 
to-day differs from that of fifty years 
ago... Now it is refusing to officiate 
in the churches of Mexico as the 
Government insists upon its obey ng 
the law ; seeking to terrorize the | c0- 
ple by arousing a superstitious fear in 
their minds that it is within the power 
of the Hierarchy to take away from 
them the consolation of religion. 
This act alone should be eloquent 
proof that the Hierarchy has divorce‘ 
itself from the teaching of Jcsus 
Christ.

4. That as the result of personal contact of any human soul with the 
divine power of Christ every man can live in the daily consciousness of 
the forgiveness of all past sin, of continual deliverance from the power of 
sin, of reconciliation with God, and a certainty that—the Blood of Christ 
having been accepted by God as atoning for all sin—the moment of death 
means the entrance upon the joys of Heaven. 


Dogmas of the Greek and Roman churches are seldom assailed as 
such, either on platform or in press, except in so far as “something 
better” as to religious experience is offered. 


The secondary purpose of Christ’s Mission is to enlighten non- 
Catholics everywhere as to Vatican-inspired activities against civil 
and religious liberty in all countries. In dealing with this subject 
it carefully distinguishes between (1) the Roman Curia, (2) the 
hierarchy, and (3) the laity. As to none of these does it assail 
individuals, but it speaks out plainly as to the nature of the politico- 
religious system in which they form three separate and distinct entities. 
It always assumes that individuals are performing their duty to God 
as they see it—even in efforts to put the yoke of spiritual, intellectual 
and political bondage upon persons and peoples not yet subject to 
the Vatican. In no case does it connect any considerable percentage 


of the laity in any way with the political schemes of either the Vatican 
or the hierarchy. 


It believes itself to be the only institution in the United States 
laboring on these two lines of work, and confidently appeals for help 
in money, prayers, and the exercise of personal influence in behalf of 
its workers and its literature.
